Tn  the  middle  of  December  the  General  Staff   (henceforth  the  "PARK")  and 
the  ARSEffAL  benan  to  demand  that  all  calculations  should  be  baaed  on  the 
■♦roothesis  tbat  tbe  war  with  GERMANY  will  last  until  19k6.     The  "PARK's" 
estimate  ig  nrobably  connected  with  the  policy  on  putting  a  reduced  budget 
through  Congress. 

2-       The  British  are  objecting  to  KABOB'f   [v]  olan  with  regard  to  GERMANY. 
They  even  consider  too  severe  MASSIGLI's  fvi]  nlan  according  to  which  the 
Allied  are  to  take  the  industry  of  the  RUHR  under  their  protection  in  order 
to  make  use  of  it  "tn  the  reconstruction  of  EUROPE*    The  real  desire  of  the 
British  is  to  seize  the  industiy  which  will  turn  out  to  be  in  their  zone  in 
GERMANY. 

3*       In  the  orrtnlon  of  the  PARK  the  USSR  will  behave  in  GERMAHY  In  exactly 
the  same  way  as  in  ROUKAWXA,  i.e.    it  will  remove  whatever  it  wishes.     This 
opinion  is  sutroorted  by  a  remtevt  from  the  TJS5R  not  to  bomb  Industry  In 
PAST  PERSIA.
